Alberta News Items. 


New Health Recommendations. 

The committee of the Alberta 
legislature nominated to report upon 
the public health services and state 
medicine, have about completed their 
labors. The reportto be submitted will 
contain definite recommendations 
entirely new in the field of public 
health. 
mendations in their entirety would 
not be possible at present, it is felt, 
owing to economic conditions, and 
the inability of the people to contrib- 
ute to any co-operative form of health 
services, but it is believed that the 
committee is prepared to recommend 
idoption of at least part of the new 
plans at the earliest moment that 
economic recovery makes it possible.

Fur production in the province for 
the season ending June 30th, 1932 
has been announced by the provincial 
game branch to total 1,145,784 pelts
